WARM UP EXERCISES 
by Curtis Hesselgrave 


Last month, we dealt with exercises de- 
signed to limber the body. This month, 
we'll discuss warm up exercises, routines 
designed to prepare the body to work out. 
Since skateboarding is an activity that 
takes a lot of physical action, your body 
needs to be warmed up before the action 
starts in order to increase performance 
and prevent injuries. 

As we saw last time, muscles work by 
contracting. In vigorous exercise, mus- 
cles perform many contractions per min- 
ute and, consequently, are full of blood. 
The blood is bringing the nutrients the 
muscle needs to work and carrying away 
the waste products. During normal activ- 
ity or when resting, the muscles have 
much less blood in them. To make a 
smooth transition from normal activity to 
vigorous exercise you need a sequence 
of exercises that fill the muscles with 
blood and warm them up. 

The exercises we'll use warm up the 
body in the four major directions that we 
talked about last time. There are also 
some special exercises that work on the 
legs. These should be performed ata 
moderate pace, starting with the ones 
that stretch the whole body then pro- 
ceeding to specific areas. 

I: Full Body Stretch. 

A. Reach down and grasp your ankles. 
Pull your head as close to your knees as 
possible. 

B. Stretch your arms over your head 
and arch backwards. Tighten the mus- 
cles in your butt to keep balance. 

Repeat 10 times. 
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Il: Head-Knee 

A. Reach down and grasp your ankles. 
Pull your head down as close to your 
knees as possible. Try to lay your chest 
flat on your thighs. 

B. Bend your knees and lower your butt 
as far as you can, keeping your head on 
your knees and chest on your thighs. 

C. Straighten the knees and lift the butt 
until your legs are straight, still keeping 
your head and chest against your legs. 
The lower you can get in the bend (B), the 
better this exercise works. 

Repeat 10 to 15 times. 


Ill: Trunk Rotation 

A. Stand with hands on hips. 

B. Bend forward from the waist as far 
as you Can. 

C. Now (from position B) bend side- 
ways to the right. 

D. Arch backwards. 

E. Bend to the left side. 

F. Bend forward again. 
Do this smoothly in large circles. Circle 
right 10 times then left 10 times. 


IV: Triangle Stretch 

A. Stand with legs spread wide, arms 
outstretched to the sides. 

B. Touch your left toes with your right 
hand, then your right toes with your left 


Head-Knee 


hand. 

Be sure to keep your knees locked. For 
additional exercise, straighten your trunk 
between each toe-touch. 

Repeat 10 times to each side. 

V: Body Twist 

A. Stand with legs spread wide and 
arms outstretched to the sides. 

B. Twist your shoulders and arms left 
then right in easy, rhythmic motion. 
Repeat 10 times each side. 

VI: Arm Swing 

A. Stand with feet shoulder-width 
apart, both-arms raised over your head. 

B. Swing your arms in large circles 
from the shoulders. First do inward cir- 
cles, then outward circles. 

Repeat 10 times in each direction. 
VI: Hip Loosening 

A. Stand with both legs wide apart. 

B. Bend your right knee as much as 
possible, keeping your left knee straight 
and both feet on the floor. 

C. Begin bending the left knee and 
drawing the body across toward the left 
foot—let the right knee straighten. 

Go back and forth about 10 times. Try to 
keep your feet flat on the floor. 
Now you're ready to skate .. . safely!

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THE BACKSIDE AERIAL 
By Doug “‘Pineapple’”’ 
Saladino 


Many variations of aerials are being per- 
formed today. The most common aerial is 
the frontside; but lately the backside ae- 
rial is being attempted and mastered by 
many people. This is one of the most diffi- 
cult maneuvers in today’s skating be- 
cause of the chance you take of getting 
your board hung up on the top of the bow! 
as you come down. 

HOW IT’S DONE 

The way to learn this maneuver is to do a 
tail block. When doing this, grab the side 
of the rail instead of the nose of your 
board. When tapping the tail, pull the 
board up and close into your body. When 
you're in the air and coming down, make 
sure you're below the lip then let the 
board out slightly. After learning the bas- 
ics of the backside aerial, throw your own 
style into it. When going for lots of air, 
make sure you ride straight out at a slight 
angle because (if you're going too 
straight out) you might not be able to turn 
the board in the air. The number one key 
to this trick is to let the board out below 
the lip when coming down. Don't lose 
your concentration in the air or you'll get 
hung up. Once you've learned these 
steps, you will have mastered the back- 


side aerial. gy \

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SkateBoarder Interview: 


Bob Skoldberg 


It's unfortunate that this month's 
interview arrives so long after its 
subject's success, for certainly Bob 
Skoldberg is, and has been, more 
deserving of it for some time. However, 
in one way, it’s a good time for the sport 
itself as, in the last few years, Bob 
Skoldberg has accomplished, witnessed 
and aided its expansion worldwide and 
his prospective provides the intelligent, 
responsible attitude that now needs to 
be heard more than ever if this growth is 
to continue. Actions do speak louder 
than words alone—but then Bob has 
never been lacking in either category, or 
in any category, for that matter. 

Having been present that first day at 
La Costa when Henry Hester brought 
Bob (his girlfriend's brother) up to race, 
I’ve had a chance to witness the 
emergence of one of the sport's truly 
remarkable dynasties, as Bob was 
instantly successful and, in retrospect, 
the slalom racing on Sundays changed 
shape from that day; Bob went on to 
become the most consistent of all 
racers, earning him the appropriate 
name-tag, ‘Mr. La Costa.”’ It should 
come as no surprise that Bob won the 
recent Hester Pro Giant Slalom race at 
La Costa against the best in the 
business. 

Further examination of all the people 
who have found success in the sport 
reveals Hester and Skoldberg to be two 
of an unfortunately small group of 
professionals who have actually given 
back more than they've gained. Their 
genuine interest in skateboarding's 
future cannot be doubted. It’s to Henry's 
credit that he brought this smiling threat 
to La Costa and maintained the 
relationship, although he surely knew 
even then the threat Bob represented. 
So few have continued to stoke the fire 
by maintaining this original essential 
spirit. 

The sharing of wisdom and inspiration 
is its own reward—of course, the 75/25 
percent split of the winner's purse as 
reported in the past didn’t hurt, either. 
This interview only served to further

support my own personal belief that 
doing what you think is right is the only 
real value worth your time. You can't 
explain it directly or pin a price tag on it, 
although you're likely to realize success 
as an indirect result, as anything rare is 
worth money—and such genuine human 
qualities are very rare. Our young 
readers may think it’s a turn-off, but it’s 
a truth and a quality Bob has that 
demands more than just a superficial 
comment 

The late arrival of this interview with 
Bob, one of the most all-around skaters 
in the sport, has undoubtedly caused 
him the comparatively low position in our 
recent reader Poll and created an 
unfortunate situation beyond his control, 
a situation contrary to that which he 
alone can control. Consider what he can 
and has done on his own; Bob has 
probably won, placed, earned, helped 
and, incidentally, smiled as much as 
anyone in the sport. And while | fee! that 
the Poll chose an exceptionally amazing 
group and order (particularly concerning 
the top five), Bob's 49th rating shouldn't 
serve as an indication of his real 
importance. It was, after all, just a 
popularity poll. Undoubtedly, if our 
readers had had a chance to know Bob 
as well as an interview would allow—or 
as even a brief acquaintance would tell— 
things would have been a lot different. 
(Tough luck, Gramps, maybe next year.) 

This interview, the longest I've ever 
done, was distilled from 78 typed pages 
of tape transcriptions (of which less than 
one-fourth will be used), not to mention 
more pages of scribbled introduction 
(which prompted Mary Horowitz to 
comment inarguably that | ‘should have 
been a doctor."’) I’m only doing it 
because Bob, given a choice of those 
available requested it against my own 


recommendation. | knew it would be an 
extreme burden on a schedule that's 
already spread too thin, and a greater 
responsibility, still, to do him justice. 

| think that, in many ways, I've failed to 
achieve that justice as the aspect of 
Bob's personality revealed here is the 
rarely seen serious side, a Stark contrast 
to the one you'd meet or even hang 
around with, as Skoldberg is a classic 
character, a guaranteed good time. You 
might say he’s got an instinctive knack 
for dealing with every imaginable 
situation—a lot like Weaver, but more 
outgoing—sort of like the Mellow Cat 
who always seems to leave you smiling. 
Always a constant source of loose 
energy, Bob reflects an overwhelming 
confidence illustrated by the help that 
he'll offer—even to the competition. As 
competitive a person as you'll ever meet, 
Bob enjoys any challenge, and every 
opportunity, and any game usually ends 
with him begging for ‘‘just one more.” 
Heck, Bob would even bet on the time 
that it would take an ant to travel from 
wall to wall! 

The interview took two weeks to 
conduct and over-the-table exchanges 
weren't all of the work variety—and the 
pool table and table tennis 
confrontations were witness to the same 
Skoldberg success. Frankly, I’m glad the 
interview didn’t take any longer—I 
couldn't have afforded it! Now | know 
why he never seems to get upset about 
losing. . . he rarely does! 

The last taping was conducted at 
Bob's new house, in a quiet residential 
neighborhood, closer to work than his 
old La Jolla stomping grounds and 
tastefully, and comfortably, decorated 
by his girlfriend, Gloria, a talented artist 
and sculptor. (The sale of a recent piece 
of art resulted in a new guitar for ol’ 
Skoldberg.) Arriving at Bob's house 
revealed its location to be at the 
intersection of the streets, Glorietta and 
Calle Granador, which, as he’s quick to 
translate from Spanish, mean ‘‘'Gloria”’ 
and, appropriately, ‘‘street of the 
champion.”'

LET’S START WITH A PERSONAL 
HISTORY. 

| first got involved in skateboarding a 
long time ago. | was 14 years old and 
was riding an old wooden board, 
maybe the first original Hobie with clay 
wheels. To make a long story short, | 
kind of faded out of that and got more 
involved in surfing. When | was in high 
school | was still skating once ina 
while, just staying with it because | en- 
joyed going out on the sidewalk and 
messing around a little bit. Before | 
went to Sonoma State (near San Fran- 
cisco), a friend of mine, Steve Menas 
(an avid surfer and skateboarder from 
La Jolla) made me my first custom fi- 
berglass board. It was kind of like a pin 
gun type and | got into riding it up in So- 
noma. Nobody was really into skate- 
boarding up there, you know; everyone 
was into hiking boots and vegetable 
gardens, so it kind of blew them away. | 
was skateboarding all over campus and 
it just seemed out of place. Then, after | 


graduated from college—all this time , 


\’d known Henry Hester for 4 or 5 
years—I said, “Henry, check out my 
new board.” ‘‘No, I’m not into it,” he’d 
say; | couldn’t even get the guy to try a 
skateboard. Henry was probably much 
more into surfing than | was; he was 
darned good, ripping up the shores, 
and he’d been on a surf team. | can surf 
o.k. but | don’t rip it up. Anyway, right 
after | graduated in ’74, Steve (the guy 
who made the skateboard) and | took a 
trip abroad. | came back after 3 months 
and got blown away! Henry had been 
going with my sister all this time; and 
when | came back he said, ‘Bob, you 
won't believe this, but I’m really into 
skateboarding and | want you to come 
up to La Costa with me this weekend.” 
Here he was, he had competed in one 
contest (Steve’s South Bay) and he’d 
done really good, but a question in the 
timing or something had screwed him 
up and he didn’t place. | said, “Hey, | 
don’t have a good board.’’ So | went 
right down to P.B. Surf Shop and 
bought a pultruded Bahne skateboard 
for half price from Chris Yandall. Henry 
said, ‘This is my friend, Bob, and he 
wants to come up to the weekend 
races,’ so | got the board for half price. 
The weekend comes and! go up to La 
Costa and here were all these guys 


from the Logans on through the up- 
and-coming freestyle people of that 
time. But most of all, it was about 90% 
slalom and here were all these guys 
burning through cones. Henry says, 
“This is what I’ve been doing—slalom 
racing.’ | was amazed! “Henry,” | said, 
“after all these years, | don’t believe it. 
You’d never get on a board and now 
here you are getting into slalom! I'll 
show ya!” It kind of fired up my com- 
petitive attitude; it was more of a per- 
sonal thing with him than anything else. 
| was upset cuz I'd tried to talk him into 
it for a year or two and could never get 
him on a board. So | hopped on the 
course and everybody from Denis 
Shufeldt to Bruce and Brian Logan— 
everybody—was slalom skateboarding. 
Chris Yandall and all the original slalom 
racers, all the boys were up there rac- 
ing. So | hopped on the course that day 
and everybody was slightly impressed. | 
didn’t think too much of it, but | was 
burning through the cones on a Bahne; 
| think | got maybe third or so. But ev- 
erybody went, ‘‘Hey, this guy’s not 
bad.” So | said, ‘‘Henry, how’d | do?” 
He said, ‘‘Not bad.” | felt | had done 
pretty good; all my life I’ve been a pretty 
competitive guy when it comes to any- 
thing. I’m into all different sorts of 
sports, ping pong (laughter), skiing . . . 
I’ve been skiing since about *71 or ‘72. 
Henry and | ski together. | ski pretty 
good, nice and smooth, but! don’t rip 
the bumps or anything like that. I’m not 
too bad— | hold my own on skis. My 
attitude is competitive whether it’s 
skateboarding, softball, ping pong, ski- 
ing ... I’ve organized a couple of first 
place softball teams in San Diego (I 
love softball). |’m just a fierce, no quit 
guy when it comes to competition. My 
endurance, thought and strength all 
come into play. It boils down to one 
thing: | hate to lose! 
IT SEEMS YOU’RE A PRETTY HAPPY- 
GO-LUCKY GUY, YET YOU TAKE 
YOUR SPORTS SO SERIOUSLY. 
STILL, IT DOESN’T COME OUT IN 
ANY NEGATIVE WAY. IT SEEMS TO 
BE A DIFFICULT CONFLICT OF 
INTEREST. 

| know exactly what you mean. I’m a 
pretty amiable guy and | get along with 
most people, | make friends easily and | 
like most people. | try to keep my com- 


petitive attitude where it has a place, 
like when I’m racing; that’s where the 
attitude comes out. It sort of circum- 
vents a lot of my other activities, like 
with friends, with women. All my life I’ve 
been a sort of competitive guy. | have a 
lot of casual friends and sometimes | 
get criticized for being overly com- 
petitive. | really try not to be that way, 
though I’ve had that strong competitive 
desire from when | was a little guy—I 
was real small in high school and it just 
got instilled in me somehow. | gradu- 
ated high school at 5/2’’, 90 Ibs. The 
reason | was outgoing was because | 
had to be, | was always being picked 
on. Now, I’m 5/10”, 165 Ibs. 


DID THAT HAPPEN OVERNIGHT ? 
Pretty much. My first year in college, | 
grew about 7”. 


WERE YOU INTO HIGH SCHOOL AND 
COLLEGE SPORTS? 

Not too much because my size was 
limiting; but | was tough. | just didn't 
have the brawn and strength a lot of 
other guys had. Now, |’m more ofaman 
than | was in high school. When every- 
body else was 5/7", 5’8” and 150-160 
lbs., | was wrestling at 90 Ibs. in the 
twelfth grade. | had to sit on a little 
cushion to learn to drive. | played all- 
star little league, but | was the smallest 
guy. | played all-star pony league, too. 
But when it came to size and the ability 
to throw or hit the ball, | just didn't have 
the size. My dad was 6’4” but | turned 
out a little bit small. Somehow or an- 
other, that size thing stayed with me. 
Now that I've got the size and strength 
and endurance, | excel. Some things, 
like giant slalom, take a lot of strength 
and expertise; you don’t just zip 
through cones and that’s it. You com- 
bine a lot of endurance, strength, plan- 
ning and so on. | try to stay in physical 
condition; | can go outand run amilein 
5 minutes and 20 seconds tomorrow, if 
| feel like it, cuz of my endurance and 
strength. 

WHAT PART DOES STRENGTH PLAY 
IN GIANT SLALOM? 

Starting out with the basics, in most 
of the giant slalom competitions we've 
had, it entails a lot; it’s a complete activ- 
ity. In other words, from the practice 
runs on, you're skating down huge hills 
and walking up—for example, Akron, or 


even La Costa (where | ‘‘cut my teeth’), 
it’s a big hill. You’ve got to hoof it all day 
long, back and forth, back and forth. 
You get in shape a little bit that way! As 
far as actually riding the course, for me, 
whenever | get tired and feel a little bit 
weak, my legs are the first to go. You 
feel your knees get a little bit weak (as a 
lot of bowl riders find out these days); 
when you go from a field of 32 to 16 to 8 
to 4, alot has to do with endurance and 
strength. For example, when you push 
off a giant slalom (since the start is very 
important), you've got to muster every 
last bit of energy to book it from the 
start. If it’s a push start, your legs come 
into play; if it’s a gate start, you’ve got 
to yank yourself out of the gate. After a 
day goes by, you really feel, say, that 
night of partying or that you didn’t swim 
or surf enough or do whatever you're 
into; you acutely feel your physical con- 
dition. When you look around you, 
these guys are going for the money, ev- 
erybody’s trying. When you get down to 


the semifinals or the finals, you just ° 


have to muster every little bit of 
strength you have. We saw it in bowl 
riding competition at Spring Valley—it 
blew me away, cuz | can slalom all day 
iong; but after two runs in a pool, i'm 
dog tired! This comes into play in giant 
slalom as you move through the heats, 
even in the beginning. When you go 
through a course of 40 cones, you're 
pretty tired at the end, you're weight- 
ing, unweighting, driving, pumping, us- 
ing your legs, flailing your arms; every 
physical attribute you have is working 
to get your ass from that start to 
that finish as fast as possible. When 
hundredths of a second make the 
difference between first, second, third 
and fourth, every little bit counts. You 
just put everything you have into it. 
HOW MUCH DOES THE MENTAL 
ASPECT COUNT TO YOU PERSON- 
ALLY? IS THAT AS IMPORTANT TO 
YOU AS IT IS TO, SAY, HENRY ? 

Well, you know how important | think 
the physical is. | think the mental atti- 
tude is extremely important as well. 
Personally, | think my mental attitude is 
that | can win, | think positively—as 
does probably every racer around. You 
can never win if, somewhere deep 
down, you don’t think you can win. | 
don’t kid myself; | get myself psyched

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up. That's part of my mental condi- 
tioning. | go, “l’m going to win this 
race, | know | can beat those guys.” 


HAVE YOU ALWAYS BEEN THIS CON- 
FIDENT OR IS THIS NEW-FOUND 
CONFIDENCE ? WINNING ALWAYS 
REINFORCES ONE’S CONFIDENCE. 


As far as my ability to win in slalom 
racing, downhill or cross-country, most 
of the time | can win (unless the race is 
geared for another racer). Over the 
years | haven’t been too excellent in 
tight slalom; my specialties have always 
been giant slalom and downhill. My 
confidence or winning attitude has 
probably been more developed in 
skateboarding than anything else | do. 
Sometimes, when | play softball com- 
petitively, for example, | think our team 
can win; | think that | can get a hit when 
the pressure’s on; | think | can volley in 
ping pong when the pressure’s on— 
you know, | just think positively. All ath- 
letes do. But the real idea that | can 
win a certain competition comes out 
strongest in skateboarding because, 
for me, that’s my profession. That's 
where the money is; that’s where my 
prestige is; that’s where my life is right 
now. Just after Henry and | started sla- 
lom skateboarding, we were driving to 
the Orange County Fairgrounds and 
Henry said, ‘‘l think you can get on the 
Gordon & Smith team.”’ Unreal. “You'll 
get a free board, wheels, plus you can 
be on a hot team,” he says. | just said, 
“No, | want to just casually skate.” So, 
at the contest, | ripped the prelimi- 
naries, but! didn’t have that confidence 
and expertise: | cracked under pres- 
sure in the finals. | wasn’t on a team; 
and, back then, it was really some- 
thing—maybe it still is—to be on a team. 
| didn’t have that team comraderie and 
support. Henry said, ‘‘Hey, you're 
gonna do really well and somebody's 
gonna want to pick you up; | want you 
to talk to me—stay loose before you 
take any offers.’ So, | zoomed through 
the preliminaries with everybody else 
on that funk-dog ramp. When | made 
the finals, | was really stoked. When | 
went in to the finals, the first draw | had 
was Chris Yandall! | froze! | knew | 
could do it, but | yanked out of the gate 
and fell right on my snoot! | was so 
bummed! Nobody said anything to me. 
A few days later, | went down with 


Henry to see Dave Mcintyre and, all ofa 
sudden, | was on the G & S team. From 
that day forward, Henry and | domi- 
nated quite a lot of the competitions for 
about a year and a half. There were 
very few contests that paid money that 
Henry and | as a team came home from 
empty handed. 

Did | tell you about our deal? We were 
driving to the L.A. Sports Arena for the 
first Hang Ten. We were competing for 
$500 for first place. | said, ‘‘Some- 
body’s gonna come home empty 
handed. We ought to cut a deal right 
now; we're going all the way up there— 
why should anybody come home with 
no money? In the future, if this 
skateboard thing stays alive, there’s 
gonna be a lot of things that I’ll win and 
a lot you'll win. Why don’t we share the 
loot? Whoever wins this contest should 
give the other guy 25%.’’ Henry was just 
driving along through L.A. and he says, 
“Deal.” And for the last three years, 
that deal has held fast. We figured it 
out—we’re still doing it—and I’ve given 
him about $2,000 and he’s given me 
about the same. It’s worked out good 
for both of us. No matter what team 
you're on, you've got your best friend’s 
support. Not only that, it helps in com- 
petition—you think, ‘“‘! want to do this 
for my buddy.”’ We went up to that con- 
test and | think Henry got two firsts. He 
ripped. | fell using those ultra-slick 
Bozo wheels. That was the very first 
competition where Henry used Road 
Riders. He said, ‘‘Look at these 
wheels!”’ | said, “Oh, come on, Henry, | 
can’t change.”’ So | blew it on those 
slick wheels and he walked away with 
two first places! But | was stoked be- 
cause! had alot of pressure on me and 
| was skating with the best guys. | made 
the finals in the damn cross country— 
through a tent, up a little ramp, around 
poles—and here! wasriding a28” Fibre- 
Flex with Bozo slick wheels on it, com- 
peting with the likes of Torger Johnson, 
Tony Alva and Jay Adams! They were 
heavy. | made the cut with these guys 
and said, ‘“‘Shucks, | can do this. | can 
whale!’ And | did whale; but | slipped, 
got up and kept going; | got fourth. If | 
hadn't fallen, | would have done a lot 
better. Anyway, | didn’t get any money 
and Henry walked away the overall win- 
ner of that contest. | think he won 
$1,500... and he gave me 25% of it.

| don’t think so; he may have been a 
bit disappointed, but | think he knew 
he’d get it back someday. He was glad 
to give it to me. Who'd like to go home 
from a money contest with nothing? 
Not me! There’s been only one time in 
racing when Henry and | went home 
with absolutely nothing between the 
two of us. 


WHEN WAS THAT? 


The second Long Beach compe- 
tition, the most recent one where Hut- 
son and Piercy had it out. They 
changed the distance of the cones and 
messed Henry up, and | was never 
really good at flatland pumping, plus 
they didn’t have an indoor speed race 
(which | would have blazed at). 

| hope this year will see a difference 
in slalom courses in that we'll see giant 
slalom, banked slalom and slalom 
courses. Nobody minds a punch at the 
finish with maybe five or ten straight 
cones. But to take off from the begin- 
ning of aslalom course and go straight 
ahead down the fall line—or just maybe 
a foot or so off the fall line—just doesn’t 
do it. | prefer giant slalom and regular, 
staggered, off-set slalom. | don’t like 
the Long Beach-type straight slalom 
courses. | really respect John Hutson 
for winning several tight courses and 
then calling B.S. on the way they were 
set up. He dominated the Colorado cir- 
cuit; then, looks back on it and says, 
“That wasn’t really slalom.”’ Those 
were barely slalom courses, and John 
picked a pretty good word for them: 
“Wiggle wongers.”’ 


IF 1 REMEMBER RIGHT, YOU EACH 
SPECIALIZE IN CERTAIN AREAS OF 
SLALOM. 

Henry does much, much better at 
tight slalom. He’s won a couple of 
those. | was never really good at it be- 
cause tight slalom is very rhythmical 
and precise—! can do it, but | don't 
practice it. | was always up there in the 
finals but | never really got it together 
like Hank did at pumping. | think itcame 
more from his surfing background. He 
put it together more in those situations. 


As far as giant slalom, I’d won four or 
five times in the La Costa races but we 
were close every time. 

There are some people in skate- 
boarding who have natural talent and 
other people who develop talent 
through hard, grinding work. Mike Wil- 
liams was one of the guys who was a 
really good surfer and had a little some- 
thing at skateboarding; but, over a pe- 
riod of time, he developed into a good 
racer. Henry and | didn’t take as much 
time to develop, and we didn’t think 
it was too much hard work. We both 
hopped on a skateboard the very first 
time and ripped. Now is when we have 
to practice like mad, but in the begin- 
ning we just cruised. We used to laugh 
it up; we’d go to a contest and say, 
“Hey, we're Only skateboarding once 
or twice a week—sometimes two weeks 
went by when we didn’t skate—and we 
still win!” Bruce Logan in the early days 
didn’t have to practice that much; when 
he got on a skateboard, there was 
some kind of magic and he blew people 
away with some of the first maneu- 
vers—it just Came natural to him. 

Most of these guys know that if they 
go for it, if it doesn’t happen right after 
they go for it, they can think about it. If it 
doesn’t happen for me, | think about 
where | went wrong, and it’s better for 
me in the next race. Plus, I’ve got a 
slight advantage because |’ve been 
doing it for so long. The natural ability 
comes right through. 

There are naturals at everything. 
Some people can pick up a tennis rac- 
quet and play well; others can surf, ski 
or play music with a natural ability or 
flair, while some have to take lessons 
and practice to do something well. | 
love playing the guitar, but it took me a 
year just to learn how to tune it! | 
wouldn't say that | have any natural 
musical ability. But | could get on a 
skateboard and negotiate cones with 
no problem. There was no problem to 
push like a dog and ride banks; | really 
didn’t have to think, ‘‘i wish | could 
figure out the right line because |’m 
off balance and don’t quite have the 
coordination.” 

Everyone has a natural ability at 
something or other—just fall into some- 
thing and do it well. 

| size up a situation and think. | watch 
the lines, think about how things have 


to go, then, when | get back in the 
block, | know exactly what | have to do 
...and!|know|can doit. After ten sec- 
onds of a forty second run, | know 
exactly whether or not | did what | 
wanted to do. I’m sure of myself and 
feel like | have the ability to go for it; and 
| look around me and see |’m more of a 
thinker than a lot of skateboarders. | 
watch people. | don’t just go out and 
perform. 


THAT’S WHAT’S SO AMAZING TO ME. 
TO WATCH YOU AT A RACE DAY, 
YOU’RE ALWAYS HAVING A GOOD 
TIME, TALKING IT UP. LOOKING LIKE 
YOU’RE ENJOYING YOURSELF. 
HELPING PEOPLE. IT’S HARD TO 
BELIEVE THAT YOU COULD BE 
THINKING ABOUT ANYTHING. SOME- 
THING MUST BE GOING ON THAT 
ISN’T APPARENT. 


It’s an asset. The extreme opposite of 
myself, Piercy, like at Catalina, gets into 
a frame of mind and he doesn’t know 
anybody. He’s just there to win. Hutson 
is another guy, he’s the kind of guy you 
see at a competition and you know that 
man is serious. He’s well practiced and 
he’s serious. For myself, it’s really im- 
portant to be relaxed in skating and | 
have that confidence to know | can go 
for it and | feel it makes me at ease. If 
I’m at a competition like Catalina, even 
though the whole thing’s very up- 
setting, | can bear down. In the midst of 
competition, even between runs, | get 
really relaxed. People give me a little 
moral support, my mother, my girl- 
friend, so on. I’m not one of these guys 
who goes, ‘“‘Hey, don’t talk to me.” Ata 
competition, some of those guys walk 
around like they’re in a trance. | don't 
because | dig competition, it’s really 
fun. | got over that after the first time | 
raced Chris Yandall—| never get ner- 
vous. | just have that confidence. Now, | 
have more confidence than ever before 
because I’ve been doing a lot of road 
work. 


HOW DO YOU FEEL WHEN YOU 
LOSE? EVERYONE LOSES SOME- 
TIME. 

It gets me down because | had that 
positive attitude that | could do it. The 
first thing | try to do is rationalize in my 
own mind how | messed up—whether it 
was one of the penalties, the start, 


whether | didn’t drive hard enough or 
drew the wrong competitor, whether | 
wasn't in shape, didn’t practice, had 
the wrong board, bearing, wheel, what- 
ever. | go through it and analyze it and 
figure out where | made my mistake. 
I’ve never yet developed that obsession 
with losing. | think I’m a ways from that. 
That gets back to natural talent. | think, 
if | work at it, I'm gonna be in there for 
another five years. 

THE ONLY TIME I’VE SEEN YOU ON 
THE VERGE OF HAVING ANY KIND OF 
HINT OF A DOWNFALL WAS WHEN 
YOU LEFT YOUR FIRST TEAM. YOU 
WERE TOTALLY CAPABLE OF MAK- 
ING IT ON YOUR OWN, BUT YOU HAD 
SOMETHING TO PROVE; AT FIRST, 
| DON’T THINK YOU HAD TOTAL 
SUCCESS. DID YOU SEE THIS ASA 
PERSONAL CRISIS ? 


That was a decision | made in August 
of 76. Right before that period of time— 
the year or two of competition when 
Henry and | were on the G & S team— 
we overshadowed the main man of the 
team (Chris Yandall), not to mention ev- 
erybody else. We had dominated the 
competitions for a long time. But there 
Was something within me; Henry and | 
used to negotiate everything between 
us, every deal, every bit of money; we 
did it together with the company. 
Something in me got a little teeny bit 
competitive because of Henry and | 
working together to make a little 
money. We were getting into skate- 
boarding heavily and | was finding that | 
had to take off my normal job (painting) 
just to skateboard. Even though we 
didn’t practice too much, | was having 
to go places, get things together, etc. | 
was alittle bit overshadowed. | felt | was 
good, definitely an asset to the team; 
but there was Henry and, next to him, | 
feit i was definitely second or third best. 
There was no doubt in my mind that 
someday | would beat him; but he aced 
me out of a whole bunch of com- 
petitions where, if it wasn’t for him, | 
would have been first. 


HOW WOULD LEAVING CHANGE 
THAT ? 

All this time we were negotiating, 
sometimes it would stifle Henry and 
help me because he was the main man. 
We talked it over. | had a meeting with 
Pat Casey; he came down and asked 
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me, told me he needed a slalom racer. It 
was really unique; there weren’t many 
people like Henry and me who could be 
captain of a team and handle the team 
situation. Guys like Henry and | were 
five or six years older than anybody 
else. We started the whole trip. There 
aren’ttoo many guys you can approach 
and ask that. Casey approached me, 
we talked a little business, talked about 
making money and stuff; at that time, 
not too many people were making sala- 
ries from skateboard companies. | 
wasn’t either, though | was one of the 
few where, as far as competition went, 
everything was covered. It wasn’t that 
bad, but Henry always got the best 
deal. | couldn’t complain; but some- 
where, deep down, | felt like | would like 
to get something, too. | talked it over 
with Henry, it was the heaviest decision 
| ever made, whether to go with the new 
or stay with the old. | joined Hobie and 
haven't regretted it for one minute in al- 
most three years. | feel it was the right 
decision. 
DO YOU SEE SKATEBOARDING AS A 
TRULY PROFESSIONAL SPORT ? 

| just returned from a contest that 
was not very professional. We have 
been working toward more profes- 
sionalism in terms of rules and proce- 
dures, put a lot of time in getting rules 
together for slalom and freestyle and 
working on contest organization. We 
have helped people run competitions, 
whether it be a Y.M.C.A. or a Hang Ten 
or a low-key local contest. Everybody 
needs to know how to go about it cor- 
rectly. People are pretty satisfied with 
the rules and procedures we’ve set 
forth, but they aren’t perfect. When it 
comes to professional skateboarding, | 
think we still have a way to go on really 
tightening up the rules at a com- 
petition. We've had a lot of bad vibes at 
a lot of contests between racers them- 
selves because promoters have been 
involved in competitions—running 
them, making their own rules, even 
being event directors and so on. It 
really takes a professional skater’s 
knowledge to make sure that rules are 
fair and laid down in advance. That's 
probably our biggest problem: Nobody 
knows what's happening until ten min- 
utes before the event. For example, 
back in Florida at this contest we just 


finished up, Di Dootson—who spent a 
lot of time and energy trying to get to- 
gether a complete package of rules— 
really had a hard time because she only 
had thirty days notice to get this con- 
test together and she wasn't quite sure 
of the rules herself. She wasn’t sure of 
things like event times, procedures, 
rules. . . so questions came up that put 
her on the spot. It’s really so sad when 
the competitors don’t know what’s 
happening. There’s been a couple of 
instances where people lay down steel- 
trap rules at the last minute. An ex- 
ample would be a mandatory meeting 
called at the last minute. All these 
things should be in writing in advance 
so the racers know what’s going on, so 
you know when your event is, when 
practice is, So you're really familiar with 
the rules. Lack of information makes it 
really hard for racers who are serious to 
concentrate on winning and on per- 
forming. There should be a competitive 
package that the event director or con- 
test manager can show people or post 
in a highly visible place so that every- 
body knows, it’s really clear, cut-and- 
dried. That’s professionalism. Nobody 
goes to the race at the Indy 500 and 
doesn’t know when the warm-up is, 
when the trials are, how many laps, 
what the qualifying times are ... these 
are essential items! When nothing's in 
writing, people bend the rules. Then it’s 
just up to one individual’s say so and, 
unless that person is highly qualified, 
highly respected, they're gonna catch 
a lot of flack when they make a deci- 
sion. | think it’s really bad to see the 
pros get down on each other; nobody 
likes that. If someone is gonna get 
something you don’t think is fair, the 
question should be referred to written 
rules and someone you can have faith 
in has to make the decision. So far, that 
hasn’t happened. 
IF YOU WATCH THE GUYS RUNNING 
THE CONTESTS, YOU SEE THEY’RE 
BEING CONSTANTLY HASSLED, TIED 
UP DURING THE CONTEST FENDING 
OFF PEOPLE WHO WANT TO 
CHANGE THINGS, ETC. THAT RUINS 
THE CONTEST. 

| want to have in my hand at least 
thirty days prior to a competition the 
regulations and format to be followed. 
This isn't an impossible task and it 
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should be done. Otherwise, it puts you 
on edge when you've already got 
enough to worry about. 

| KNOW THE !.S.A. HAS STAND- 
ARDIZED RULES; BUT, AS YET, IT 
SEEMS THAT EVERY CONTEST IS AN 
ENTIRELY DIFFERENT SITUATION. 
WHAT DO YOU THINK OF THE 
STANDARDIZED RULES AND WHAT 
SUCCESS HAVE YOU HAD WITH 
THEM ? 

We've been working on those rules 
for along time, a good couple of years. 
It's been a long time coming because 
there are so many different opinions 
and developments in skateboarding. 
The |.S.A. has a tremendous burden 
trying to get pros together. There are 
certain professionals in skateboarding 
who are responsible and put a lot of 
energy into standardizing rules and 
trying to get competitions together. Fi- 
nally, the |.S.A. had them printed up 
and we now have a set of speed rules, 
slalom and some freestyle rules. | 
would think that because these rules 
are going to make competitions more 
professional, the |.S.A. pros should 
really stick together as a group; if a pro- 
moter doesn’t accept the |.S.A. rules, 
some alternative action should be 
taken. Rules shouldn't be made right 
on the spot. If the |.S.A. has got a good 
set of rules (which | think they do), they 
should be uniformly adopted by every- 
one who’s running a competition. We'll 
become familiar with them. 


YOU HIT ON THE BIGGEST PROB- 
LEM: YOU MENTION MONEY AND 
A BIG CONTEST AND EVERYONE 
JUMPS WITHOUT EVEN THINKING 
WHAT IT’S GOING TO MEAN FOR 
THE SPORT, FOR THEMSELVES ... 
THEY’RE TOO QUICK TO JUMP. EVEN 
THE PEOPLE WHO HELP THE PRO- 
MOTERS ARE TOO QUICK TO JUMP. 
IF THE PROS ARE TO GET WHAT 
THEY WANT, THEY’RE GOING TO 
HAVE TO BE FIRM AND REFUSE A 
COUPLE OF OPPORTUNITIES. IN 
SKATEBOARDING, WE’VE SEEN SO 
MANY PEOPLE COME AND GO AL- 
READY, | THINK IT’S ABOUT TIME TO 
LEARN FROM THE EXPERIENCE AND 
BE ALITTLE BIT MORE CAUTIOUS IF 
THIS SPORT IS TO CONTINUE. 


The reason for that display of en- 


thusiasm (I’m even guilty of it myself) is 
people get excited about competitions, 
almost everyone gets really excited 
about competition. It’s really important 
to the sport; it’s built skateboarding 
into what it is today. People get excited 
because there aren't too many con- 
tests during the year. Sometimes, 
people offer pretty good prize money— 
it’s going up all the time—but you wait 
and wait, then along comes a com- 
petition and competitors forget about 
the things like rules, validity, who’s run- 
ning it... they don’t look into things 
like that, they just think about the 
chance to win some money. | think in 
the future we’ll see a lot more reputable 
people getting into running com- 
petitions because it’s really the pure 
form of skateboarding. 


YOU SAID BEFORE THAT THE 
GUYS WHO DO THESE PROMOTIONS 
AREN’T REALLY ALL THAT GREAT. 
QUITE HONESTLY, WE DIDN’T 
COVER SOME EVENTS BECAUSE WE 
HAD OUR OWN DOUBTS (WHICH, IN- 
CIDENTALLY, HAVE SINCE PROVEN 
TRUE). 


The only really fine contests have 
been run by some professional racers. 
Henry’s run a good slalom contest and 
we tried our darndest on the first pool 
riding contest—we made a few mis- 
takes and we’re working hard to cor- 
rect them and keep these guys happy 
and involved in competition. We made a 
mistake in judging but we’re gonna im- 
prove it. Everybody’s pretty much be- 
hind the Hester series. I’ve talked to 
John Hutson and we’re gonna run our 
own slalom event, we’re gonna run 
some of our own downhills; being pro 
riders, we can pick the hill and organize 
the contest right. 


THE MAIN PROBLEM IS THAT THERE 
ARE A LOT OF PEOPLE WHO HAVE 
MONEY AND CAN TOY WITH SKATE- 
BOARDING FOR A WHILE. AND IF IT 
DOESN’T GO FOR THEM (WHICH IT 
HASN’T IN A LOT OF CASES BE- 
CAUSE THEY DIDN’T HAVE THE 
KNOWLEDGE OR BIT OFF MORE 
THAN THEY COULD CHEW), MAYBE 
SKATEBOARDING ISN’T READY FOR 
THEM, MAYBE THEY SHOULD START 
SMALLER. WHAT HENRY HAS DONE 
HAS WORKED SO WELL THAT IT 


COULD GO REALLY BIG. | THINK 
THAT THE MAIN PROBLEM IS THAT 
THESE GUYS ARE JUST TOYING 
WITH THE SPORT; THEY’RE NOT 
REALLY DEDICATED. 

They're not into professionalism. The 
thing that makes contests a success is 
the pure competition, the way the pros 
handle themselves. | think when you’re 
out there performing, people can see 
how pure that part of the sport is. 
There’s no politics, no hassles: You’re 
just going for what you can do best. 
The least someone else can do is to run 
a good, clean, fair competition. Pros 
are gonna get heavily involved. I’m go- 
ing to run my own slalom contest and 
so is John (Hutson). I'd like to see all 
the pros get behind their own com- 
petitions . . . we were all worried about 
it for awhile because it’s a big argument 
about whether or not you can compete 
if you run the competition. And we all 
decided, ‘‘Yeah, bro!” If you’re gonna 
put that much effort into it, everybody's 
got to do the same course, so why not? 
Henry could have competed in his own 
slalom competition and nobody would 
have said, “Boo.” 


WE WANT TO ENCOURAGE THE HES- 
TER SERIES AND THINGS LIKE IT BE- 
CAUSE THE PROMOTERS (IN THAT 
CASE) ARE INVOLVED IN THE SPORT. 
THIS 1S THE FUTURE OF SKATE- 
BOARDING. PROS ARE NOT GOING 
TO BE TOP COMPETITORS FOREVER 
AND EVEN THE ONES WHO ARE 
COMPETITIVE CAN STILL BEST USE 
THEIR TIME TO PROVIDE A SERVICE, 
ACTUALLY PROVIDE FOR THEIR 
OWN LIVING BY WORKING WITHIN 
THE SPORT. THAT /S BEGINNING TO 
HAPPEN, BUT IT’S A SHAME IT HAS 
TAKEN SO LONG. 


That's why | like the idea of demon- 
strations and competitions. When 
people see today’s pros, they are im- 
pressed because they can’t believe 
what people are doing on skateboards. 
How many pros are seriously injured a 
year? Zero. A lot of kids, just like in any 
sport, don’t think. That’s what we're 
trying to impress upon them, that this is 
a sport which can be dangerous (like 
anything else) but wearing safety gear 
and going about it in a controlled way, 
by stages, is the right way and it can be 


quite safe. 

It's a shame for us, personally, be- 
cause some of us older guys like Hut 
and myself, Henry, Mike, we're all over 
25 years old. You're right when you say 
our competitive days are numbered. 
When we step out of competition and 
get into organizing, it’s going to be so 
much better for all these young up- 
starts; there are already 16-year-old 
kids beating us. We paved the way. As 
Bruce Logan would say, “‘We wrote the 
book.” 


IS THERE ANY PARTICULAR AREA 
WHICH INTERESTS YOU WHICH YOU 
HAVEN’T GOTTEN INTO TOO MUCH 
YET? 


Well, I’m kind of a beginner at bowl 


riding and almost everybody | run into” 


(as far as pros are concerned) will give 
me a hand, give me tips. It’s fun! I’d like 
to get into it and try riding vertical and 
carving in pools and riding banks— 
things like that. It’s a challenge for me, 
personally, because I’ve never spent 
any time practicing it. Other than that, 
as | get older, maybe within the next 
three years, as | fade out of the com- 
petitive scene, |’d like to get behind 
something like Henry’s doing and really 
help promote professional contests. In 
my travels around the U.S. and all over 
the world, doing exhibitions and con- 
tests, etc., |'ve seen the impact that pro 
skating has on people. It’s phenome- 
nal. They see things that someone 
would think was impossible to do, and it 
seems just regular to me (because I’ve 
seen it so much); but when | hear 
people comment on what they see, 
whether it’s freestyle, blazing through 
cones, whatever, it’s really impressive. 
I'd like to see skateboarding get a little 
bit more coverage as a professional 
sport. A lot of riders these days are 
picking themselves up, realizing that 
there’s something more to skateboard- 
ing than kick-turning, you know, that 
it's a whole sport and it entails a profes- 
sional attitude and commitment and 
some energy towards helping this sport 
really become acceptable worldwide. | 
think we've got a lot of work to do, and 
I'm gonna hang in there and contribute 
my best. And hopefully, now that new 
skaters are coming along all the time, 
they'll do the same. Ss 
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While you'd be hard pressed to find a 
photographer who would argue the 
proverbial ‘‘a picture’s worth a thousand 
words,”’ finding one who would (not to 
mention could) support his position in 
writing might prove still harder. | feel 
more comfortable with the ‘“‘every 
picture tells a story’’ school of thought, 
but the unusual motion-portraying 
technique presented here requires at 
least some background information. 

Basically, these particular multiple- 
image exposures were obtained with 
what's known as a stroboscope or a 
high-speed repeating strobe. They differ 
from a normal strobe in that they’re 
made to convey a series of exposures 
on one frame of film (rather than one 
exposure to a frame). Depending on the

model, stroboscopes can produce 
anywhere from 30 to 6,000 flashes per 
second. The stroboscopic technique 
was originally developed for engineering 
purposes but has found a particularly 
successful application in sports 
photography where its ability to dissect 
action is helpful for study purposes. 
Although the technique has already 
been applied to many such motions too 
fast for the eye to follow, to my 
knowledge no one has yet used it to 
portray skateboarding. This opportunity 
represents the realization of a personal

dream I’ve had to wait three years 
to pursue. 

These first attempts at the 
stroboscopic technique were made 
possible thanks to the Firestone Welding 
people who generously allowed us total 
freedom and provided shelter from the 
record March ’78 California rainfalls that 
made outdoor attempts impossible. A lot 
of credit is also due our Publisher, Dave 
Dash, who, in contrast to most who 
carry such financial responsibilities, 
has allowed us to pursue such exotic 
experiments. 

| hope that these early attempts at 
conveying the raw beauty of the roller 
arts will help balance out the technical 
imperfections with some measure of 
information or inspiration.

[ n the hills above the picturesque 
beach city of Santa Barbara, 
California, a smooth asphalt road winds 
gradually downward between the tall 
eucalyptus and oaks like a lazy stream 
meandering toward the sea. The ocean 
below, of course, is the Pacific, so 
named by Magellan for its generally 
tranquil nature. In 1971, Tom Sims, a 
surfer and art/geology major at U.C. 
Santa Barbara who occasionally 
betrayed a slight Jersey accent, lived an 
easy, counterculture-type existence in 
those hills along that road and at the 
edge of that majestic body of water. 

Often with surfboards in hand, Tom 
and friends would begin the descent 
from his treehouse residence, weaving 
rhythmically along the asphalt on long 
skateboards of recycled water skis or 
solid wood planks hand-shaped by Tom. 
At first, board technology and riding 
technique improved slowly, later spurred 
on with more fervor by the advent of the 
urethane wheel. To better simulate the 
surfing sensation, hardwood tail plates 
were attached, making tail-dragging 
bottom turns and cutbacks genuine 
weighting maneuvers rather than ‘sort 
of a balancing act."’ Walking the nose 
and impressive bottom turn spinners 
were direct carry-overs from a then all- 
but-extinct brand of ‘longboard 
surfing."’ Spearing the hills of Montecito 
and running cones in a giant slalom set- 
up brought to play Tom’s snow skiing 
background as well. At the First Annual 
San BuenaVentura contest (a few miles 
to the South) in 1975, Tom took first in 
the hotdog competition and third in 
slalom, while fellow longboard 
enthusiast, Richard Vanderwyck, 
managed seconds in both—and the 
greater skateboard community was 
introduced to the potential dynamism 
and style of longboard skating. 

It almost seems ironic now that from 
such humble beginnings the Sims 
Skateboard empire would be born. Yet, 
the greater irony is that, except for 
relatively small pockets of surfers in 
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Longboard patriarch, Tem Sims, shows strict 
adherence toa basic tenet—as expounded 
by latter-day cultist, Ed Economy—‘‘Push the | 
front end and the back end follows.’’ Con-

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it's unbelievable how fast you can go.”’ Vet- 
eran surf-skater, Sam Smith, laying out in- 


Australia, Florida, Texas and elsewhere, 
the vehicle which launched that thriving 
enterprise would be lost on the masses. 
As traveling skaters like Wally Inouye (a 
sometime longboarder himself) will 
attest, longboard skating has generally 
not progressed at a pace with the riding 
of conventional-size boards. Of course, 
there are exceptions to every rule. 


Wis long-time friend from 
Monterey Park, Brad Strandlund, 
for example, is probably the best-known 
such exception, followed closely by his 
skate partner, Ed Economy, and another 
longboard duo from L.A. County, John 
Mather and Sam Smith. Perhaps Los 
Angeles was the most logical place to 
pick up and expand upon the Santa 
Barbara/Ventura longboard experience.

With L.A.’s abundance of skate locales 
(basically, Santa Barbara only had the 
Tea Bowl) and energy and an absence of 
good, consistent surf, it seems inevitable 
that at least a few of the surf-oriented 
local skaters would make the 
connection. By all accounts, Brad, Ed, 
John and Sam have made that link so 
well, their skating is currently doing as 
much to promote longboarding, at least 
in Southern California, as Tom's did four 
years ago. If a local longboard 
resurgence is on the horizon, it is most 
directly the result of their common 
efforts. 

“The only reason | was riding a 
longboard (in 1970) was because it felt 
like surfing.’’—Tom Sims 

“| relate longboarding to surfing. . . 
you have to torque your whole body as 
though you're riding a wave.’’—Brad

Most latter-day longboarders would 
agree that little has changed in the 
fundamental concept behind their style 
of riding: longer (surfing-type) lines, 
speed and flow. In 1975, Sims made 
intense carves on the ‘‘perfect’’ walls of 
Santa Barbara's Tea Bowl and on the 
monstrous banks of the Brea Spillway. 
Today, Ed does the same along the rim 
of Upland’s 15’ Pro Bowl, as does Sam 
in Paramount's 17’ Vertibowl (where he, 
incidentally, holds the record for the 
highest track). The terrains may have 
changed, especially in the slope of the 
walls (the Tea Bowl had no vertical, 
Upland's big bowl has 3-4’ and 
Paramount's Vertibowl, 8-9’) but the idea 
of surfing concrete hasn't. As John is 
fond of saying, ‘‘Why skate it when you 
can surf it?”

But while the basic thought has 
remained the same, what has evolved 
are specific, refined approaches within 
the greater framework of the art. The 
ever-vocal Ed Economy describes those 
stylistic nuances thusly: ‘‘To me, Brad is 
the hottest longboarder for kickturning, 
wheelers, tail taps and stuff. He goes out 
and terrorizes and does things that 
people thought could only be done on 
little boards. | claim carving, flowing, 
because no one else can draw the lines 
that |can on my 5’ board... and John 
and Sam are like small wave attackers. 
You always see them pop up and throw a 
mean carve or a wild kickturn.”’ 


pp: of the difference, as Ed 
suggests, lies in ihe equipment. 
Having changed from a 36” board to a 

4 footer after reading Sims’ ‘‘Who's Hot’”’ 
three years ago, Ed, for example, is 
currently into 5’ and above vehicles 
exclusively. In part, the reason for the 
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extreme length has to do with a two- 
year-old knee injury which dictates 
fewer radical off-the-lips and more long 
carving and surf-style footwork. And, 
curiously, part has to do with an 
apparent sense of exclusivity. Ed admits: 
‘| made a 6’ board recently because | 
saw somebody else with a 5 footer. If 
they get close to me again, I’m going to 
go so far up that they won't even be able 
to stand on it and turn.”’ As crazy as it 
may sometimes seem, Ed can usually be 
held to his word. 

John and Sam, by comparison, are 
riding the minimum length of what Ed 
would even consider a true longboard— 
42'’. Sam, who makes John’s boards as 
well as his own, actually started off with 
a very narrow 48” board in 1972 
(originally a poster stake with trucks and 
wheels nailed on). However, after riding 
Carlsbad for about a year and then 
moving on to Irvine (where he first 
inspired John to try a longboard), Sam 
eventually shaved off 6’’ for the sake of 


versatility in cramped spaces. 

Brad, too, is aware of the limitations of 
excessive length, therefore settling 
comfortably at 44’’. It is at that 
approximate size, he says, that one has 
the best of both worlds—carving and 
whip turns. Still, Brad concedes: 
“There's really more disadvantages than 
advantages when you're talking about 
the terrains people are skating now... 
like pools and tight parks, it’s a lot 
harder.’ 

Brad and Sam do attempt to minimize 
the disadvantages, however, by making 
their boards as light as possible. (Ed 
does not consider board weight a 
primary factor in his type of riding.) In 
both cases, a lightweight wood is used— 
birch, ash or Douglas fir—and the 
bottom sides are routed thin, forming a 
bar down the middle. This allows 
adequate strength for usually a few 
months of hard skating, at which time 
the deck is either discarded or (as in the 
case of a board with some extraordinary 








inherent quality) a ritualistic taping 
process begins—with prayers to guard 
against an untimely (i.e. mid-run) 
breakdown. 


[ f a longboard renaissance is to occur 
in the near future, it will depend 
largely on the design of upcoming skate 
parks. At this point, most park runs are 
too narrow and confining for skates over 
36”, let alone 4-5 footers. California 
does have Upland and Paramount. 
(Reportedly, Ed had a hand in the latter 
design.) And Florida has a few passable 
longboard snake runs. Otherwise, a 
longboarder can get pretty frustrated. . . 
bottoming out just ain't no fun! 

A hopeful sign, however, is that many 
skater/park designers are coming to the 
conclusion that the bigger, more 
simplistic contours are ultimately the 
most functional. A 22’ wide half pipe 
may offer the longboarder two hundred 
possible lines and the short board rider, 


twice that many. If that philosophy 
means the new parks will have fewer 
runs and, consequently, lower skater 
capacities, then that may be the 
necessary sacrifice for a good skate 
park. 

According to Sam, such a facility 
might include a ‘‘three hundred yard 
long, perfectly round tube with a 
concrete bottom and a plexiglass top... 
then have that empty into a 20’ vertical 
pool bowl.”’ Plus, for the sake of variety, 
“a good snake that carries momentum 
so you can keep building speed through 
each turn.”’ And that’s it. The plan is 
essentially uncomplicated and the real 
creativity is left to the skater. 


We and if skate environments 
become more accommodating 


and longboard interest surges, attention 
will undoubtedly return to the basics— 
the longboard itself. Board weight could 
be further reduced, for instance, through

the use of plastics and honeycomb 
construction. A line of longboard trucks 
might also be developed, although there 
is little consensus as to what would 
constitute an improved system. (Group 
preferences presently include BFC’s, 
Lazer Slalom, Midtracks and Haftracks.) 
Or, then again, it could be that new 
vehicle design will be the impetus for 
longboardable parks. Ed speculates: 
“Someday someone will come up with 
such a hot, functional longboard that 
everybody will get into it. Even if they 
ride a little board, they'll wanta 
longboard on the side. Like with surfing, 
you have your fish (a small, wide shape 
with two fins) for small waves and your 
gun for big waves.” 

And Ed just may be right. After all, 
longboarding is surfing—even if the 
waves are concrete. a

As almost everyone knows, it’s been 
raining quite a bit in California this year. 
And when it rains, the fertile mind of the 
skateboarder must seek other activities to 
while away the hours. So it was that on a 
dark and rainy night, the ever-amazing 
Waldo Autry hit upon a new variation of 
Eight Ball (billiards), known as Krypto 
Ball. The idea was to use the new resilient 
formula skateboard wheels as obstruc- 
tions on the pool table and put some vari- 
ation in the normal game. He immediately 
discovered that the wheels took some 
very interesting rolls and hops when hit 
with the cue ball. From this discovery was 
developed the game of Krypto Pool. 





Autry, home on the range. 
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Krypto Pool is like no other game of bil- 
liards ever invented. It is played in a man- 
ner very similar to regular Eight Ball pool 
with a few hilarious changes. Rack the 
pool balls just as you would for regular 
pool (Eight Ball). Place four resilient 
skateboard wheels (without bearings— 
they bounce better) anywhere on the 
table you like. There are many variations 
to the placement of the wheels and each 
one changes the game slightly. Play the 
game through as you would play normal 
Eight Ball. Once a player has shot all his 
colored balls in and would normally be 
ready to shoot the eight ball, he must first 
sink two wheels before trying for the 
eight. Once the wheels have gone in, the 
eight must be sunk (call pocket) on a 
bank shot. You can only shoot the eight 
straight in if the cue ball is first bounced 


>TO BALL 


off two cushions. Other than these vari- 
ations, the rules are the same as regular 
Eight Ball. 

The real fun begins when you try to 
shoot the wheels. They roll, hop, bounce, 
get edgers, rebound out of the pockets 
and do about a thousand other totally un- 
expected things. If you don't happen to 
have tips on your pool sticks, don't let 
that stop you; use them anyway to play 
tipless Krypto Pool, a variation that is 
bound to drive you nuts! 

We have found that the taller resilient 
wheels work the best. Wheels in the 67- 
70mm range tip up and roll better on the 
table than do some smaller wheels. The 
more resilient the urethane formula, the 
better they bounce. 

So, have at it, world—Krypto Pool

Rod Fukumoto 


“| think he’s got a good shot at the 
world championships in freestyle this 
year.’ These are the words of current 
freestyle champion, Bob Mohr, making 
this increasingly common statement 
about his 15-year-old protégé, Rod 
Fukumoto. 

Rod began skating about three years 
ago when he was introduced to the sport 
by his friend and neighbor, Masami 
Countryman. ‘‘l didn’t know anything 
about skateboarding, but Masami taught 
me a lot.’* Rod caught on fast and worked 
hard. Within a year and a half, he was 
skating for Bahne, where he has re- 
mained ever since. Bahne team coach, 
Bob Mohr, noticed Rod’s incredible free- 
style ability right away and has worked 
long hours to help him perfect his routine. 
“| don't feel that | could learn as much 
from anyone else,’’ says Rod. ‘‘Bob has 
taught me so much about freestyle and 
he really makes me work.’’ Mohr feels 
that Rod is a worthy pupil. His biggest as- 
set is that he can move smoothly from 
one maneuver to another. Rod comes the 
closest to any skater I've seen to an 
Olympic ballet ice skater. ‘‘His moves are 
spontaneous and they all connect per- 
fectly. | think he will bring skateboarding 
to a new level,’’ says Mohr. 

A freestyle specialist, Rod feels that the 
kick-flip is his strongest maneuver. Yet, 
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15 years old, rides for 
Bahne Skateboards 


he enjoys pools and banks and excels in 
those areas, also. He likes slalom, too, 
and hopes to get better at it. Still, freestyle 
is what Rod does best, so few of his 
friends were surprised when he won the 
State Championships for freestyle in the 
junior division. Probably the most sur- 
prised person at that contest was Rod 
himself. He’s a very modest person. Mohr 
says that ‘‘his only probiem is his humil- 
ity.”’ That’s a problem we could all use a 
little more of! 

Rod doesn’t like to talk about himself 
much, so | asked him who he thought the 
hottest new skaters were. He immediately 
mentioned Rick Delagarrza. “‘Rick’s one 
of the best pool and bank riders around. | 
skate with him a lot. He seems to be 
nearly fearless. There are so many oth- 
ers, also.”’ 

Rod feels that equipment will continue 
to improve, and so will the skaters. He is 
currently using Bahne wood laminates 
with Trackers and Cad cruisers. He’s de- 
signing his own model which will be out 
soon, making him the first amateur to my 
knowledge to have a personal model 
board. 

Rod is grateful to all those who've 
helped him. A lot of people have in- 
fluenced his style. He says that he’s in- 
fluenced by every skater he sees and 
tries to adapt the best from each. The re- 


sult is a flawless blend of radical smooth- 
ness that puts him in a class with a very 
few others. Rod has thought a lot about 
the future of skateboarding and the possi- 
bility of turning pro. ‘‘I think that it’s pos- 
sible to make a good living as a pro 
skater, but a person needs something to 
back that up if it doesn’t come through. 
It’s good to see so many parks being 
opened; still, my favorite thing is 
freestyle.”’ 

Rod feels that practice, exercise, diet 
and clean living all contribute to a skat- 
er’s ability. ‘‘l definitely skate better when 
| lay off junk food,”’ he says. Rod’s advice 
to new skaters is to specialize in one thing 
and work at it; but he thinks that the most 
important thing of all is to have fun. Fun is 
what Rod Fukumoto is into. Just watch 
him as he does his routine or carves up 
the local park. He enjoys watching others 
as much as they enjoy watching him. You 
can ask him about other skaters and he'll 
probably have a kind and knowledgeable 
word about them. But ask someone else 
about him and they'll probably tell you 
that he’s not only one of the world’s best 
freestylers but one of the sport’s nicest

Southern California is the Hawaiian Is- 
lands of skateboarding. The parks and 
pools of California are to skating what 
surf breaks like Sunset Beach, Laniakea 
or Pipeline are to surfing. It’s the proving 
ground of the best skateboarders in the 
world. So it’s only natural that skateboard 
champions from abroad travel to South- 
ern California when they get a chance. 

Pete Boronski is the 1977 New Zealand 
national champion. He won his title by fin- 
ishing best over-all in slalom and freestyle 
in the finals held in August, 1977. Prior to 
that, contests in most major towns, then 
regional events, decided who would 
compete in the finals in Auckland. First 
prize was a trip to Southern California. 

So it was that on a sunny day in early 
December, | picked up the telephone and 
a decidedly New Zealand accent asked if 
| was Curtis and if he and his mate, Grant 
MacReadie, could stay with me for a 
while. Kiwis dropping from the skies. Pe- 
ter and Grant were at the L.A. airport and 
wondering how to get from there to any- 
where, preferably some skate spot. Three 
days later—after spending a day and a 
half in a motel room waiting to be picked 
up and a foggy nighttime encounter with 
the 17-footer at Paramount (Peter says 
that this was the most impressive sight of 
his trip)—they arrived at the door, ready 
to spend six mad weeks skating, partying 
and getting to know everyone. 

The traditional nickname for New Zea- 
landers is ‘‘Kiwis,’’ after a small bird 
found in their country. But Peter and 
Grant were immediately christened the 
“Zealies’’ by Floridian Hunter Jocylin, 
who was also staying at the House of In- 
ternational Relations otherwise known as 
the Mad Cardiff House (home of Krypto- 
ball). The name stuck; so throughout 
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16 years old, rides for Trax 
Skateboards/Inouye’s Pool 
Service, N.Z. Branch 


skateland the New Zealanders were 
henceforth known as the Zealies. Peter, 
due to his diminutive 5’2”’ stature, is 
known as ‘'Pee Wee Zealie.”’ 

Skate sessions were quickly organ- 
ized. Peter rapidly adapted to vertical 
terrains. Within his first two or three ses- 
sions, he began to flow. exquisite front: 
side aerials. Chris Strople thinks that 
Peter does the cleanest, most relaxed 
frontside aerials that he’s ever seen. 

Then, the rains set in and the wet Win- 
ter of '78 began. During the rainy nights, 
Peter and Grant told stories of New Zea- 
land mountains, sheep, waves and skat- 
ing. Peter got his first skateboard for 
Christmas when he was six years old. (In 
New Zealand, Christmas comes during 
the Summer.) He got on it right away and 
has skated on and off ever since. In the 
beginning, it was just hill skating; it wasn’t 
until the development of urethane wheels 
that he began to get into variety. 

When the rebirth of skating started in 
1974-5, Peter and his friends saw ads for 
Cadillac wheels and Chicago trucks in 
the American surf magazines and sent for 
this equipment by mail order. (New Zea- 
land has very high import duties, making 
it nearly impossible to import skate equip- 
ment at a reasonable price.) As the local 
skate industry got underway, he was able 
to get his equipment free from the 
manufacturers. 

During these early urethane days, their 
skate terrain was streets and car parks. 
When the first copies of SKATEBOARDER 
Magazine arrived, they immediately be- 
gan looking for reservoirs, spillways and 
pools. They found plenty of pools, but all 
had water in them! But reservoirs and 
spillways abound. Their use is limited to 
the Summer months when everything is 


dry, since during the Winter there is too 
much rain and water everywhere. 

Peter says he got into freestyle skating 
mostly because the prize for the national 
championship was a trip to the U.S.A. 
Even though it’s not his favorite type of 
skating, he does it well (he won every 
contest he ever entered except for the 
first one). After seeing freestyle in the 
U.S., Peter feels that back home they 
“‘muscle”’ it too much; the U.S. variety 
flows more. His favorite freestyle maneu- 
vers are 360’s and handstand variations. 

Slalom racing is more Peter’s cup of 
tea. He can skate rhythmic, fast courses 
all day long. We set up some courses on 
the street in front of our house while he 
was here—it’s a steep road with not much 
of a runout area. Peter was like a fish in 
water; he and Waldo spent innumerable 
hours riding. 

Peter's favorite American skaters are 
Chris Strople, who helped him a lot, Curt 
Kimble, Kirk Talbot, Kevin Anderson and 
Ray “‘Bones’’ Rodriguez. His favorite 
peaks are the Pipeline in Upland, Para- 
mount, Spring Valley and Oxnard. Back 
home in New Zealand, his favorite skate 
spot is the Canyon Spillway. For skating 
equipment, he prefers the 32’’ Caster 
with Tracker Mids and Sims Snake 
wheels. 

Peter feels that he has improved im- 
measurably during his stay in America. 
Back home, they have only one pool to 
skate in, and it’s a limited one. But with 
good luck they will soon have skate 
parks. Peter hopes to use his new-found 
knowledge of skating surfaces to help de- 
sign skate parks in New Zealand.

“| used to surf a lot, but hardly ever 
anymore. | just don’t have the time—| 
skateboard all the time now.’’ Kevin 
O’Regan speaks of his surfing days as 
though they took place long ago, almost 
as if in another lifetime. As he recalls, it 
was ‘‘back in the third through fifth 
grades” that he and his neighbor fre- 
quented the better breaks just a short 
drive down the freeway from his Mission 
Viejo home. Since then, Kevin has 
evolved into about as serious a skater as 
they come and undoubtedly one of the 
slickest practitioners of the art at his com- 
munity’s new indoor park, Skateboard 
Odyssey. After all, Kevin is now gradu- 
ating from the seventh grade. It was time 
to move on. 

Undeniably, Kevin has come a long 
way during the past two years. From the 
streets and sidewalks of his neighbor- 
hood, he progressed to the slight banks 
of Irvine’s nearby public skate park where 
he “learned how to lipslide.’’ And then, at 
the beginning of this year, his riding abil- 
ity took a dramatic upturn. 

“| never even rode a bowl before the 
park (Skateboard Odyssey) opened,”’ 
says Kevin. ‘That is where | learned to 
skate . . . just from watching other people 
ride.”’ 

California's recent unseasonably wet 
Spring, in fact, drew many of the pros to 
that all-weather facility, providing a con- 
stant source of inspiration for Kevin. Un- 
der the tutelage of Dennis Martinez and 
Steve Schisler (park manager) in particu- 
lar, he has pushed himself well beyond 
the basics toward a smooth, quick style 
with emphasis on elevator drops, aerials 
and frontside axle grinds. Kevin uses his 
slight stature (70 Ibs., 4’7’’) as an advan- 
tage in the tighter sections while remain- 
ing conscious of maintaining momentum 
in the larger runs. His only problem on 
that count: ‘'| want to hit a wheelie in the 
big half pipe. . . | think | need to be a little 
heavier.”

competitive, but not obsessively so. Al- 
though one of his favorite sports is foot- 
ball, having recently finished his. third 
season of Pop Warner tackle, he seems to 
prefer the less pressured realm of skate- 
boarding. Kevin admittedly enjoys a re- 
sponsive audience while riding (‘‘They 
tell me to go for it, and! go for it’’) but his 
good-natured manner underscores his 
principal motivation: ‘‘It’s fun!”’ 

Not surprisingly, Kevin’s swift progress 
has landed him riding time at the Odyssey 
(formally in exchange for occasional 
clean-up services) and free equipment as 
one of the youngest members of the new 
Arrow Skateboard team. His current 
skate is a 27’ seven-ply prototype with 
Tracnology wheels and Midtraks. As for 
safety equipment, Kevin fluctuates be- 
tween Norcon and Pepsi varieties,

though always sporting Rector shorts to 
guard against a former tendency towards 
hip injury. 

Judging by his enthusiasm, ability and, 
of course, youth, Kevin looks to have tre- 
mendous potential for growth within the 
sport. He is currently planning to expand 
his skating beyond bank riding to include 
slalom, having been influenced in that di- 
rection by fellow teammate, Bobby 
Piercy. Beyond that, he shares a com- 
mon desire with many other talented park 
riders: ‘‘| want to get into a bow! riding 
contest to see where | rate compared to 
other kids my age.’’ Kevin's only other 
wish: ‘‘l hope they keep skateboarding 
going for along time. It’s really a fun sport 
... | think everybody should be getting 
into it.”

Since the Spring of 1977, top pool 
riders have been getting together both 
formally and informally to try to come up 
with a system which could fairly evaluate 
pool riding competition. The catalyst that 
caused all this thinking to gell came from 
an unexpected quarter. Henry Hester, 
himself a top slalom racer, got it all down 
to the nitty gritty by organizing a’ pool 
contest. Craig Colburn of Skateboard 
Heaven in Spring Valley made his park’s 
pool available; and SKATEBOARDER 
Magazine, Taperflex, Hobie, Santa Cruz, 
Gordon & Smith, Powerflex, ACS, Track- 
er, Kryptonics, Sims, Lazer, Logan, Rec- 
tor and HPG IV all donated money for the 
purse. The International Skateboard As- 
sociation provided the sanction and the 
first pro pool contest was on. 

The judging system was experimental. 
Since this was the first time in history for 
such an event, no one knew exactly how 
it should be run; so all the ideas were col- 
lected and the trial system was devel- 
oped. Points were assigned for each 
maneuver and routines were to be two 
minutes long. As the events progressed, 
we realized that this system favored en-

durance over radicalness and execution. 
Future contests will utilize a system which 
does not have atime limit for routines and 
evaluates each ride on a 1-100 point 
basis, taking the best two out of three 
rides and combining the scores for a 
total. 

The skaters rode in elimination heats, 
cutting the whole field from 37 to 16 the 
first day, first and second places being 
decided on the second day. In addition to 
open bowl competition, events were held 
for the most consecutive one-wheelers in 
a one minute period and distance carving 
on the tiles. There was also a doubles 
event in which teams of two skaters rode 
for a one minute period. This event was 
held both days and the scores were com- 
bined to determine the over-all winners. 

Thé contest was originally scheduled 
for March 3-4, but the mother of all 
storms blew into California that week and 
the event was postponed to the weekend 
of March 11-12. Again, the weather was 
uncooperative and the contest was 
rained out asecondtime. During dry peri- 
ods, skaters were flooding Spring Valley 
to practice and the energy was building.

Finally, on Saturday, March 18, the 
weather cleared, the skaters were there 
and the contest got underway at 10:30 
sharp. 

The first event was one-wheelers. 
Energy was high. Most skaters had the 
rules wired and were doing a few set-up 
turns before they started throwing wheel- 
ers. Spring Valley local, Doug Marker, 
won first place and $100 with twenty-five 
consecutive one-wheelers in his home 
pool. Rick Blackhart from Northern Cali- 
fornia was second with twenty-three for 
$50. A three-way tie for third between 
Steve Cathey, Tay Hunt and Paul Hoff- 
man (with twenty wheelers each) was 
broken by Steve's final ride of twenty- 
seven wheelers (the high score for the 
day) and he walked away with third place 
and $25. Tay and Paul tied for fourth 
place with fifteen wheelers each. 

Next was doubles competition. Nine 
teams registered to compete in the two 
day event. Since scores from Saturday 
and Sunday would be totalled, teams 
needed io be consistent in order to win. 
Steve Cathey and Layne Oaks led after 
the first round with 29.5 points. Skating in 
clean, coordinated crossovers and 
matching moves, they looked as if they 
had done some practicing! Behind them, 


also looking clean, were Dennis Martinez 
and Doug ‘‘Pineapple’’ Saladino with a 
score of 26 points. Scott Dunlap and 
Steve Olson, scoring 23 points, were 
third. Most of the other teams looked as if 
they hadn't put enough time in practicing 
together .. . infact, most teams were put 
together on the spot. 

When the doubles were over it was time 
for the main event. By this time there was 
quite a crowd in attendance; unfortu- 
nately, spectator facilities were very poor 
and most people didn’t get as good a look 
as they would have liked. In future events, 
spectator facilities will be markedly 
improved. 

Thirty-five skaters were ready in the 
paddock area to skate for two minutes 
each, trying to rack up enough points to 
make the cut at 16. Everyone blazed! It 
was one of the hottest skate sessions I’ve 
ever seen: aerials, cess slides, coping 
360’s, edgers, radical frontsides, wall 
slides and even a vertical kick flip. All the 
skaters found that two minutes was along 
time. Some did as many as six or seven 
separate runs to use up the time. It turned 
out that the skaters doing good maneu- 
vers in the least amount of runs scored 
the highest. 

Too much scoring time was lost walk- 











ing out of the pool and starting again. 
Gregg Ayres, using only two runs to use 
up his time and throwing some clean 
moves, led the first day’s event. This 
closed Saturday's competition. 

Sunday dawned sunny and warm. By 
9:00 all the skaters were at the park, get- 
ting practice underway. During practice, 
it was easy to see how strategies were 
planned. Doubles teams were working 
out routines. Long rides were the order of 
the day. 

The first event was tile carving. It be- 
came immediately apparent who had 
practiced! Although the beginning dis- 
tance was only three feet, all but six skat- 
ers were eliminated in the first round. 
Many were getting carves much longer 
than the necessary length to qualify, but 
they weren't clean. They would hit the 
foul marks either on the way up or the 
way down. The six who advanced were 
getting up on the tiles well ahead of the 
marks and coming down far past them. 
As the distance increased, only Talbot 
and Olson remained. A classic battle 
royal between these skaters emerged, 
Talbot eventually winning with a carve of 
9.32 feet, an official record for Spring Val- 
ley’s pool. Tay Hunt took third to round 
out the field. 


Next was doubles round two. The 
teams were much more coordinated than 
on the previous day. After some excellent 
routines and one spectacular crash on a 
double carve by Dunlap and Olson, 
scores were tallied and the final results 
confirmed Saturday’s standings. Layne 
Oaks and Steve Cathey won with a com- 
bined score of 50 points. Doug Saladino 
and Dennis Martinez came in second with 
49 points and Scott Dunlap and Steve 
Olson took third with 48.5. Close 
competition! 

The final rounds of the open bowl com- 
petition were now upon us. Energy was in 
the air and the competition was intense! 
Skaters were making longer runs and 
holding back a little, throwing maneuvers 
that they were really competent in and 
not going for radical. A few tried both. 
Martinez was literally knocked out of the 
contest with a bad fall on a very com- 
mitted frontside axle grinder. Dennis was 
badly shaken up but o.k. (0.k. enough to 
go to Jacksonville, Florida, the next 
weekend and win first place and $2,000 
in freestyle competition). The field of 16 
was then cut to 8. Mike Weed, Steve 
Cathey, Scott Dunlap, Steve Olson, Doug 
Marker, Doug Saladino, Gregg Ayres and 
Steve Alba would run again to seat the

top eight and then pick the two who 
would run head-to-head for the first and 
second places. After another grueling 
two minute routine by each skater, the re- 
sults were in. Steve Olson had placed 
third, winning $250. Steve Alba and Mike 
Weed were left to battle it out for first and 
second. In the final round, Weed took two 
runs and threw some very tasty 360’s, 
cess slides and wheelers. Alba used only 
one ride which lasted two minutes to rip 
wheelers, axle grinders, wall slides and 
more, looking strong and committed. A 
relatively unknown skater from the Bad- 
lands, Steve Alba, only 15, walked away 
with the first place prize of $1,000 and 
100 points to be the leader in points for 
this series of contests. 

At the awards ceremony, Henry had a 
few surprise trophies. To Dennis Martinez 
and Doug Saladino went a prize for the 
best coordinated uniforms. Gregg Ayres 
got a trophy for the best tennies with his 
red hi-tops. Trophies for the best ‘‘eat it” 
went to Scott Dunlap and Steve Olson for 
their spectacular crash in Sunday's 
doubles.

BLIZZARD SKATEBOARDS 

The Blizzard line of skateboards has 
been developed by Blizzard Ski, one of 
the three largest ski manufacturers in 
Austria. This line has been on the market 
in Europe for two years, the slalom model 
winning the European championship in 
1976. Blizzard boards have also won ma- 
jor downhill and slalom events in England 
and France. Finally, with such success 
abroad, Blizzard has introduced these 
boards to the American market for 1978. 
The Blizzard fiberglass sandwich design 
(used in 30% of European ski construc- 
tion) has a polyurethane foam core 
between two layers of epoxy-based fiber- 
glass. The surface of the skateboard is 
identical to the art used on the Blizzard 
ski line with the addition of a transparent 
anti-skid preparation in the final lacquer. 
The foam core has a completely even mo- 
lecular structure, giving the board 100% 
even stiffness or flex. The wear-and-tear 
properties are similar to other famous 
brands of fiberglass sandwich construc- 
tion except that the board will not split 
(since there are no wood grains to 
weaken the structural integrity of the fi- 
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berglass). Available presently are a 27” 
Superslalom and 24” and 28” freestyle 
models. The 28” kicktail weighs just a 
fraction over 1% Ibs. The Blizzard boards 
will be available at selected J.C. Penney 
stores mounted with the KJELL German 
precision truck and German Road Star® 
wheels. They will also be available for pri- 
vate labelling through other American 
distributors.

the bolt and lock nut inside the base 
plate.
